een of testing el Se ee

This is manifestly of the first importance to all users of 


steam power.

The percentage of ash is one of the best indi ns of 


the steam-making qualities of coal. A coal which 
leaves a large amount of ash has, of course, a relatively 
small amount of combustible constituents, and vice 
verst.
